My  dear  President, 

Tne  list  of  men]bers__of  your  staff  whicn.  you  have  kindiy 

Lc'T-}  J  /X>u  CrcyfCe-t^ 

sent  me  present^  an  obvious  difficulty.  So  far  as  we  were 
able  we  omitted  from  tne  Yearbook  in  the  directory  of  tne  staff 
of  the  several  universities  the  names  of  all  persons  who 
could  properly  be  termed  students.  In  most  universities  a 
considerable  number  of  senior  students  are  appointed  as 
demonstrators  etc;  In  your  list, under  each  Science  subject 
a  considerable  number  of  Glass  assistants,  assi stant8,&  junior 
assistants  are  included,  under  Education  a  large  number  of 
Instructors.  Some,  I  note,  are  graduates,  others  are  not. 
According  to  the  scheme  generally  adopted  I  should  like  to 
omit  all  these  names,  but  it  is  possible  that  some  of  the 
graduates  have  ceased  to  be  students  sensu  strictu.  will  you 
give  me  guidance  in  this  matter?  The  number  of  changes  made 
since  last  year  indicates  that  these  appointments  are  of 
short  duration. 

After  comparing  very  carefully  the  arrangement  of  names 
and  subjects  adopted  in  the  last  Yearbook  with  the  extracts 


from  your  Calendsrswhi  ch  you  hpve  sent  rae,  'I  can  see  n2) 
olternative  but  to  correct  the  Yearbook  list  from  your  list 
without  alteration  of  arrangement.  The  arrangement  of  the 
Yearbook,  which  is  uniform  for  all  universities,  v/as  the 
result  of  much  labour  and  thought.  We  could  not  adopt  your 
lists  as  they  stand  vnthout  completely  breaking  up  the  Year¬ 
book  plan.  It  seems  to  me  of  sma.il  consequence  tha.t  in 
certain  instances  the  seniority  of  officers  will  not  be  shown. 
We  have  nownere  attempted  tnis.  The  aims  of  our  scheme  are 
(1)  uniformi-^-,  and  (2)  readiness  of  reference.  ITote  the 
difficulties  with  regard  to  your  several  colleges.  It  is  the 
subjects  which  are  classified  in  the  Yearbook-  not  the 
colleges,  nor  individual  officers. 

The  Yearbook  will  be  sent  to  you  as  soon  ae  published.
